I remember the

lie have had a gun suitable for trap 
shooting he would have taken a greater 
share of the spoils.

I now recall many scenes and Inci¬ 
dents which were enjoyed during those 
two months, and which, could they be 
written up, would be of Interest to 
many, but alas! why are those who en¬ 
joy good sport poor writers ! I remem¬ 
ber how we camped out on a marsh day 
after day, having our eatables brought 
to our camp every other day, and our 
ducks taken to the village by a boy. 
How we relished our coffee made from 
the water in the marsh; how we would 
have to load our brass shells two and 
three times a day, and we had over 
forty each; how we with our old scythe 
mowed dry prairie grass to make two 
piles of the same in the marsh, and stuck 
willows around them for blinds; how we 
used our dead ducks for decoys by fas¬ 
tening them on sticks stuck In the bot¬ 
tom of the marsh and reaching just 
above water; bow I turned the tops of 
my high rubber boots down to allow my 
legs a little air one hot mid-day In Sep¬ 
tember, when lying In my blind waltr 
Ing for the occasional ducks, and how 
when two came along and I killed one 
and crippled the other, and to save a 
load rushed after chi' cripple, forgetting 
that my boots were not very high; how 
I would lay on my little liay stack 
among the reeds and wild rice and watch 
the balloon spiders start from the reed 
and grass tops and sail away over the 
water; bow wc would string our ducks 
on willows and twisttbe ends together, 
put the rings on our 


guns and our guns 
on our shoulders and lug them to camp 
half a mile away; how the wild geese, 
so plentiful in the distance, were so 
scarce within gun shot ; how the setters 
who guarded our tent would welcome 
our coming; bow we would give the 
ducks an occasional rest, and give the 
dogs work on snipes and quails; bow we 
would go In the wagon all day over the 
prairie with three, four and sometimes 
five setters ranging within 200 yards; 
how our hearts would beat faster when 
the dogs would draw to a point; how the horse would eat grass 
while we followed up the birds; how we one day bagged twenty- 
two, another day twenty-four another twenty-seven quails 
from one bevy; how, of the twenty-seven, it fell to me to kill 
twenty In twenty-one shota, while Dave bagged seven In eight 
shots; so seldom did I get ahead of Dave that when I did it made 
me vain. These and many other things do I now remember with 
pleasure. 

Well, I digress; I was speaking of how some men knew what 
bird to shoot at, and other men did not, and were about as liable 
to shoot at the bird at which their companion was shooting as 
at any other.

He could not be persuaded to give up his seven and a half 
pound Remington of 12 gauge for a heavier and larger bored 
gun.

noculated with the saliva of a rabid dog, and escaped hydropho¬ 
bia within ell months. Mr. Bergh showed ills good sense in 
treating the proposltson with silent contempt. 

Mr Bergh In Ills zeal for the prevention of cruelty to aiiiiinils 
has written and done some unwise things which have arrayed 
against him some of those who have been In sympathy with him 
in hie Otherwise pralaeworthy efforts; but at the same time Ibc 
humane portion of the community cannot otherwise than respcel 
his motives and recognize the (act that he has dmie much for 
the prevention of cruelty and alleviating the Bufferings of the 
unfortunate dumb brutes, vlctima of human brutes’ caprices 
and tempera. And In this last protest against the brutal acts 
referred to he has the endorsement of every man of sense. 
That there are worlhleaa and dangerous curs, by the extermina¬ 
tion of which the community would be lienefitted, lliere 
Is little doubt; but as wo have repeatedly demanded let them lie 
destroyed In a decent and civilized manner; not only for the 

lessening ot the suffering of the animals, but for the benellt of 

the community, since familiarizing the young especially with the 
brutal scenes enacted on such occasions tends to elevate neither 
their humanity nor civilization. 

The Audubon Club.— At the meeting of the Audubon Cluh 
Mr. W. T. Johnson drew the attention of the club to the neces¬ 
sity of a proper law for the protection of flsh; the young shad 
put Into toe Calumet River were being ejiught In nets and 
dumped on the shores to die. He therefore moved that the dele¬ 
gates to the state meeting at Quincy be directed to draw the at¬ 
tention of the asBoclallon to the fact, and use their Influence to 
the framing of a suitable bill and presenting the same to the 
next legislature. Dr. Rowe moved that the delegates be In¬ 
structed to take toe same action In regard to toe prohibition of 
Spring shooting. Mr. Thomas Stsgg requested that the dele¬ 
gates be directed to take measures to obtain the framing and 
presenting to the next legislature of a state law taxing dogs. 
From his own experienc.e he was convinced the numerous worth¬ 
less curs to be found In the country tended much to the destruc- 
tlon of game.

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE CAME AND F18H 
LEAGUE ANNUAL MEETINC-A VERY 
ABLE AND INTERESTING ADDRESS 
BY THE HON. JAMES W. PAT¬ 
TERSON. 

The proceedings of the annual meeting of the New Hampshire 
Game and Fish League, which convened at Manchester, have 
just reached us. 

The president, John B. Clarke, presided, and the secretary, W. 
W Colburn, was present. The president. Dr. Spalding, 
Gcu. Natt. Head, and Mr. Luther Hayes, advocated the forming 
of local clubs tbrougbout the state subsidiary to the League. 

Mr. Perkins stated the dilTlculty met with in enforcing the 
game and fish laws arose from the fact that one neighbor did 
not like to inform on another. He believed if a detective was 
appointed in each town good results would aerue. In Lynde- 
l)orough he knew of lands which had been leased for the purpose 
of snaring ruffed grouse, and boys had been hired to snare them. 
In Grafton county, a short time since, he found a party of 
Frenchmen in the mountains who bad caught forty deer during 
the Winter by killing them wlien they got stuck in the crust. 

Col. Webber reported the work of the lish coinmissioncre 
during the past season, iucludlng some very interesting statistics. 

Mr. B. A. Brackett., one of the fish cummissiuiiers of MsrsH' 
ebusetts, thought a great evil was the political changes in the 
board of fish commissioners of the state. By the annual changes 
not only Is the work impeded, but the influence of the League is 
weakened. 

Col. Webber firmly believed that the great success in rais¬ 
ing trout and bass in Lake Suiiupee was largely duo to the in- 
tr^uctiou into that lake, l)y Dr. Fletcher, of smelts, which 
furnish food for the edible fish, and said the commissioners pro- 
ix>8ed this season to restock Massabesle Pond, the original plant 
made by Dr. Fletcher having been destroyed by boy fishermen, 
who pursued the fish with all kinds of weapons from shot-guns 
to corn-poppers. 

Dr. Fletcher said it was Just as well to stock a pond with smelt 
spawn as with young fry or grown fish, and, in reply to an in¬ 
quiry, said ho was of the opinion that the new variety of trout 
which had been found liiSunai>ce came from what were supponud 
to be land-locked salmon spawn, those who planted them having 
l>een mleiaken. He was confirmed in this view by the fact that 
a portion of the same lot of spawn were taken to Meredith but 
had not, as far as known, produced anything butiJ-out. He then 
gave a brief account of the attempts to propagate shad in the 
state, saying that, while Seth Green claimed, and was generally 
awarded, the credit of being the author of the first attempts at 
Holyoke, it was, really, the fish commissioners of New Hamp¬ 
shire and Massachusetts, who l)egan the work In 18fi7 and sent 
for Mr. Green to superintend the hatcldng-housc. Seth Green 
soon got everybody by the ears and wrote to the New Hampshire 
commissioners to send him 500 armed men to help him fight his 
way or be would not stay- A year l>efore this it was stated in the 
New Hampshire report that shad had been hatched in an old boat 
on the Connecticut from ova thrown into the boat by fishermen, 
and in *67 he (Fletcher) brotigiit from Holyoke to Concord a lot 
of shad spawn andyoung fry, which were putinto the Merrimack. 

Mr. Brackett stated that it was but recently that It had been 
possible to enforce the law in MassachusetU. By employing 
state constables last year several violators of the law were caught 
and made examples of. The first caught was a man named 
Hardy, aflsh warden, a man so scrupulously honest that he once 
made a journey from Lawrence to Boston to pay the state seventy- 
five cents, which by a mistake he bad failed to account for. 
Public sentiment in Massachusetts had, however, very much im¬ 
proved and the law could now be and would be enforced on tlie 
Merrimack. Shad last year passed over the new fish-way at Law¬ 
rence freely. Fishing If) Cunnecticut was so profitable 
that the fishermen have formed an organization, have 
a large fund, and control the legislature, the speaker of 
the House and committee, so much so that when the Massachu¬ 
setts legislature last winter sent a courteous invitation to Con¬ 
necticut tu lend a helping hand, the governor sent It to the legis¬ 
lature without comment and it was put on file and remained 
there.

Tricks and arte may secure popular suffrage aud placea uf power, hut 
they cannot Impart wisdom or capacity lu rulera or advance the wellare 
of states. Ills reach and amplitude of (bought (hat make men public 
heiiefactora. It la fundaDieolal principles and valuable ideaa planted 
lu the popular mind and made efficient lu tbe life of the state which 
bring national development and Improve tbe condition of man. Locke. 
Adam ^mltb. ^ttepbciisun abd a host of utbera who never aaj, I n West 
minster Hall have done infinitely more for the development of tho re¬ 
sources, power and glory of England thau the ninety and nine who 
have been decorated with her iltlea and honors. The man who con¬ 
ceives and bringa tu the birth a comprehensive scheme of businvas, he 
who etflabllsbee a new industry which will absorb the labor aud bring 
fupport, comfuri aud wealth to multitudes of tbe people, is a master in 
the economies of life, and deserves our support aud gratitude, for be. 
like Themistoclee. can make a small town lo become a great city. 

Tue men who firet conceived tbe Idea of utilizing the wasted fur- 
lllity of a coQtlneut, by the outflow of tbe thick, black waters uf Ibe 
Nile through chanuels aud reaervoira into the deaolate wastes of 
l^gypt. transforujed a desert of drifting sand into the "ezhausile-e 
granary of tbe world" aud created au empire of imperial cltiuii which 
wae iba cradle of clvlliaatloa. Tbe early atate-craft, which ptiMhed 
back thi! waters of Holland by a massive aea wall, and lengthened 
tbe rivers through raised cbaaoels to tbe receded ocean, made the fer¬ 
tile fields, fat pastures, and the opulent marts of a thriving populalloti. 
who in the seventeenth century, under an unligblened governtneut. 
became the insrltlme and commercial factors or the world. They of 
England, who. prescient of tbe demands uf other climes and other 
times, bave so directed and fostered the Industrial skill aud Inventive 

g enius of her people, as lo supply largely tbe wants of msukind, have 
one as much for the grealuess and glory of the island kingdom as 
the men of mure hlstorTc fame who bave guided her politic- and her 
arms, 

Such thoughts are forced uik>o us in contemplating tbe objects of 
yonr league. 

Prof. Baird, tbe United States commisfliooer. than whom there Is no 
more competent living authorUy. tells us that water muy be made to 
produce os much in value per acre as tbe laud. To some, doubtless, 
tbis will seem Impossible and to others absurd, but, if true, bow grand 
is our theme and bow vast tbe reeponsibiiiy U devolves upon every 
man who has any Influence in directing ibe industries and provulit-g 
for the wants of society I 

If game-protection and fish-cuiture are simply lo furnish umosenient 
tu the idle, if they can only supply an occaelonsi dsiuly to tbe tatdos 
of tbe rich or a scanty meal to the board of tbe poor, we sbnll fail, as 
we ought, to exalt them into a public Interest; but. if they cun be 
made sources of general income and add largely to tbe food supply 
of our increasing populallou, then they may demand popular patron¬ 
age and draw legitimately from state and national treasuries for their 
development. This la the question at issue, and must he settled by 
the lestlinuny of facts, and the testimony of facts will be, i apprehend, 
that our Savior was not the first nor the last to pay taxes from tbe 
belly of a fish. 

it Is certain that these pursuits furulsbed the almost exclusive sup¬ 
port to the native millions of this country, aud that other mltlious 
might have been fed upon the waste, which tbe forest aud lake, (he 
river aud tbe sea, proffered for use. China fur centuries has employed 
a rude kind of tlsb breeding aud raising for tbe supply of food, and 
may yet find. In the improved methods which the science and art of 
more enlightened nations are supplying, the pre ordained refuge from 
starvation lo her four hundred and seventy millions of people. 

in every period of classic literature from Homer to tbe latest of the 
latin writers, evidence is found that this was among the must cher¬ 
ished and lucrative branches of basl ness among the Ureeks aud Ro¬ 
mans. 

Tbe Odyssey comuares the sighs of lovers lo the gasps of fish dying 
on the shore. Tbe fecundity and graceful forms of the denixeua or tbe 
deep gave to Greek mythology (be personations of love and beauty, 
springing as a goddess Iroui tbe foaming waves. This, of itself, shows 
tneexteutof tbe Industry as a nationsl euterprisc. aud tbe fascination 
it bad fur their poetic iujaginatiou We kuuw from Aristophanes and 
other dramatic writers, that fish-food, dried, salt, and fresh, was u 
favorite dish with the H.‘sthetic Greek and became au article of geuerui 
commerce. 

History informs us that tbeir flttbenes were extended and maintaluid 
at great expense and were au object of HoilcilouH care to tbe goverti- 
meut. Slaves were largely employed in the pruaecutlou of the industry. 

Tbe tunny-flsb. of the Black Sea. in tbeir periodic inigrallons, came 
from tbe Azof, tbe aocteot Patus mttoUt. aud. rounding tbe eastern 
shores of tbe Euxiue till they skirled its southern bauks. filled tbe 
li-ii nelHof TrebizunU. and iheu, moving forward with other mackerel 
to tbe headland of old Paphlagoota, founded the city of Sinope and 
poured into it the measurelusK wealth of the seas. 

Byzantium, too, tbe coveted prize of ancient sa of recant imDerial 
ambition, was, at first, only a fisbUig-elallun on tbe straits which tbe 
men of tbe net and the line named the "Golden Horn," from the treas- 
arcs it yielded to tbeir vocation. 

And Vunice, that floated like a jeweled queen upon the Adrialio- 
"And such she was; her daughters bad tboir dower 
From spoils of nations, and tbe exbaustless Baal 
Poured in ber lap all gems in sparkling showers." 

I Venice, which for lung ceuluriee drew ber tribute from remotest 
, lands and reared the marble palaces of her merchant prlncea upon the 
I wavee—Venice, that is yelheautlful amid the faded splendors of her 
, decay and sjlilude, wae founded by the "tollers of the sea." Like the 
H)y, it bad its germ aud uouriabment from ben* atb the waters on which 
it blossomed. 

These are only Illustrations of many towns andclLiss which bad tbeir 
origin In tbe fiHberies. and show how vast was this source of food aud 
wealth in the earlier ages of civilization. 

The Kunians. leoulne lu tbeir passions, appetites and business enter¬ 
prises. as in tbeir civil and military (nuvemeots. equipped aud rent 
forth large vessels Lo fish along the coast and lu the open sea. Ttat-y 
even passed the pillars of llercales and operated upon the coasts of 
Africa, Spain and Portugal. These profligate old conquerors of the 
world, loaded down wIltT the spoils of subjugated ktiigdoms. and us 
beafilODg in tbe effeminate luxuries of peace as in tbe splendid hazur is 
of gigantic war, balH, at enormous expense, artificial ponds for the 
raising of favorite flsb. oysters and suatfs. 

Servos Urata amassed a princely fortaoe by turning Lake Liicrinns. 
near the fashionable Hummer resort at Baiui, luto a vast reservoir for 
the breeding aud raising of oysters. Some form of fish food wae the 
daintiest dish which contd gratify the pampered palate or imparl a rel¬ 
ish to the culslns of a Roman prodigal, exhausted in (be excess uf lust 
and iQxary. 

Tbe lupus, tbe lamprey, tbe turbot, tbe roumena. tbe mullet, uud 
the scarae. each from some special locality, were among tbeir favurite 
dishes. 

The raising aud fattening of choice varieties of fish by artificial lueih- 
ods and in lakes constructed for the purpose was quite comroou and a 
very profitable industryamoog tbe aucieiits, but inere is uo evidence 
that any artificial methods of propar/tUion were practiced or kuown in 
those early times. 

The lake and canal fisheries of Egypt were celebrated, aud the in¬ 
comes of Lake Muiria monopolized by the queen for pln-niouey, are 
said to have amounted to $5^,000, but we will not linger to amuse 
ourselves with the resulta of slave labor lo (hose post-classic and dark 
periods of human history. 

You will observe that I am not attempting to give a history of fish 
Industry or even of flsb-cuiinre. but to show by ilmetraltotis that it is a 
pursuit possesslug potential capacities for foofl-sapply, to siicb an ex¬ 
tent as to render it worthy of general luteresi and encouragement, and 
to call for government aid In its development. 

Fassifigtnec from the classic period, over the centuries which bave 
intervened, to corouarativelj recent times, wu find In Great Britain 
and In continental Kuropo, as in our own domain, (hat the fish nsllve 
to the waters of the respective conotrles and with which tbe riven* and 
lakes swarmed a century or two ago. famishing an abundance of cbeap 
aud wholesome food, gradually decreased and some species entirely 
disappeared with tbe advance of civilization and tbe Increase of nopii- 
lallon. Some bave assumed that this depletion was caused by au 
over-coQsnmptlOD, and thence have argned that tbe waters were lii- 
capsble of furnishtug a reqalsite soppiy to meet the demands of an In¬ 
creasing population, and so seem to find awkward llmftallons. In the 
divine laws, for tbe support and increase of the race. The assumption 
is falseand the cuociasloD untrue. Nature makes no such mistakes 
in its provision fur homan wants. Filth and chemicals fMm various 
manuracturere sod the waste of saw-mlHs, poisoning and choking the 
streams, tbe improper nse of seines, poands, aud ulher liiveulioits of 
avarice, and finally tbe erection of impasaable dame arresting the mi¬ 
gratory flsb Id their passage to and from tbeir spawuiug-beds. are the 
causes which bsve driven tbe flab from oar iulana waters. 

The rcHonrcet* of nature are alt Inflnlle. Sclf-destnictloo is tbe only 
natural H(uitattnn placed npon tbe Increase of tbe life of the waters. 
Here, as elsewhere, tbe divine wisdom seems to bave Imposed upon im 
tbe duty of providing new and more abnodaut supplies to tbe wants 
of an ever augmenting race, by developing the wasted germs and pre¬ 
venting the cannibal self-consamptloo that is depleting the rivers and 


the seas of tbe best of the finny tribes. This is a legitimate aud prom¬ 
ising field. In which human science and skill may find a practical an- 
pllcaclou and help to solve one uf the most dilllcuU social problems 
that has perple.xed (he statesmanrihip of the old world and bids fair to 
test that of tbe new. CeutnricH ago China was driven to this industry 
aud in it hasfouud a large part uf the llesh-food on which her hungry 
populations HUbsist; yet she bas developed iis possibilities only by the 
airiest and rudest methods. 

PfscIculturlsU who hove devoted Ibeoisulves to the discovery of sr- 
tiiiclal processor* of luulliplicallou inform us that a SHlmon of thirty 
pounds weight produces yearly from itU.OOU to *10,(XN) eggs, varying with 
the species. The Mackinaw trout yields IR.lKIU, and the number ilc 
creases till we reach tbe hronk lri*ui, wbicli lays but few eggs compared 
wirti ulher fish. A wblle-Ai-b of Heven aud (*i)e-half pounns, gives lih 
»* eggs, and Increases the number by 10,01)0 for every nddlliunal

marvelous is their Increase where iiiati ha*- not added his eugine<- of 
destruction to those of nature!

When we recall the fact that only five 
per cent, uf the roe left to natural development eoiue tu maturity, and 
that ninety-five percent, are matured by artificial prucosses, adopting 
the dry or Gaussian method of ferilllzation. ns tiiudilled b> 
.Mr. .Atkins, we begin to conceive, hut cannot fully realize, (he Mist- 
iiess of the lacrease of fo*/d and wealth which tins enterprise Is yet lu 
confer upon the world. 

To a monk of the uhbvy of Reotue. Doin IMuchon. we are Indebted 
I cannot doubt, for the disrovery of the urtlrtcml processor feounda- 
ting the spawn of fish. This he did by etirriug logcllier with his 
finger tbe mill and eggs of (root, and placing thespawu.su prepared 
in a box with a layer of sand on (he bottom aud a willow grating oii 
tbe tup and the I wo ends. 

Tbe discovery of Dorn I’Jnchon is a fact simply jif historic inleresi. 
as it was allowed lo sleep lu oblivion In an unpublished manuscripl of 
1 IfiO. aud so did uolbiug tu advance the art of pisciculture. A Swt-dish 
counaelor. by tbe name of Lund, and a German naturalist by the iiuiiic 
of Bloch, eliected some progress by Iniruducing new ineilit*d» of pro 
serving and trausporting spawn. But a lieutenant of militia in West 
Ohnlia. J. L. Jacobi, rediecuvered and improved (he method ofarlitlcial 
fecundation, which, to a limited extent, he luruid to a practical nae 
by repeopling the lakes aud rivers of bis native principality. 

Tbe dlacuvery of Jacobi was mentioned by buhiin in his "Natural 
Hiblory of Flahee." aud led u* some experluicntH in England and Scot¬ 
land. Such efforts were limited aud spaamndic, however previous to 
1846. During (bat year. Monsieur de (ioalrefaues, of France, in proe- 
ecuUiig bis acientlflc iiivestigatiuns, was led ni iuqMire iiitit the meib 
ods of propagating fish, in order to increase iho supply which had 
greatly fallen off. The inqutriea of thi- distinguished sciential 
awakened public interest and euliated tbe goveruuieut in efioris for the 
developmeut of an industry which had hitherto been entirely iicg 
IvCled. its poeaibiUiiee had not been apprehended by men iiiturepi« d in 
questiooa of social science, but. on inquiry, it was found that what prac- 
ttcAl men, up to ibaiiime. hud regarded as an Incredible prediciiou of 
science, had already been realized by two fisberiDuu of Im Brensu. 
These anlutiered men had fecundated aud artificially hatched and ma¬ 
tured the eggs of six Ihuusaod lri>nt. aud with them stocked a poud 
forpersoual profit. They had lifted, unawares, Ibe gale to the sluice¬ 
way of world wide rcf-ources and its golden tlood wae beginning to 
flow into the coffers of Frauce. but they were ignorant of the character 
of their act. VVhai they had done for private gain was meant for man¬ 
kind, aud they knew it nut. 

Mllue-Edwards was appointed lu examine into aud report upon the 
feaeiblhiy and probable success of artificial fisb raising, ills report 
assured the guvernmeul of great ecuuoiuical advantages, in restocking 
ibeiulaod waters uf ihecuiiuiry, and large and well equipped estab 
hehmeuts were at once started and placeu under competent and zeal¬ 
ous Buperiniendeuis. 

Thecei' braled .M. Coale, in his first report, said, "There Isuo branch 
of industry or husbandry, which, with less chance of loss, oilers au 
easier certainty of success," Taking the results of ibe eiperimcnls at 
liuningue. It was predicted, that, by slocking all the inland waters of 
France by the artificial meihoU. Itte twenty five millions of fish there 
taken auuuully, would be increased in four years tu three thousand one 
hundred and seveiiiy-soveu uiilllone, and ihai tbe revenue of 11,ttX),- 
Oil), from this source, would be increased to 4l8U,U00,00U, or would be¬ 
come one hundred aud fifty limes as great us it tbeu was. This seems 
like an extravagant sstimuie, but perhaps it is within the limits of pus- 
eibliity, on the supposition that all tbe waters of France were to be 
stocked in four year-4, to their iiLinosi capacity, and, in fixing tbeir 
capacity, we should remember that the saimonidm, that shad, and in 
fact ail migratory fish, live without food while in fresh water, so that 
their uumbere cannot l>e esUmuied by a liniiiaiiou uf fish food within 
tbeir spawning-grounds. 

The increase by natural processes, as compared with arlificlal. ia aa 
one to seveuleeu. A knowledge oi this fact, supported by tbe ex¬ 
perience of France, made it apparent to leading public men in every 
state of Bunipe, that pisciculiure was an enterprise which promised 
ecuuoioicat aavauLages loo great tu be neglected, aud consequently it 
was taken earnoeily in hand by almost every poliUcal power in Europe, 
and large expertmeulal elallons established for the distribution vo all 
psris of thetr respective possessions of the best fisb tuiled to the 
various bodies of water. 

Tbe result has been, us was auticipaled. an immense increase to the 
revenues of tbe respective states and to (lu* wholesome food of (heir 
people. The yield of utewives. slmd. herring, salmou aud other valua¬ 
ble fish has trublvd aud in some cuees quadrupled in the rivers of 
Europe since tbe introduction of the ariificiai methods of reproduction. 

A quarter uf a ceiuury ayo. (he ^ulmuu had been nearly extermiua- 
ted hi most of the rivers of Great Hntuin. and ouly the wealthiest could 
enjoy (bis delicious luxury. Itui in tntifi a (buiisaud tons of salmon were 
shipped by the railroads of Ireland alone. The lease uf the fisheries on 
tbe Tay in was in ibfii, it bad advanced to fTu.tXX). Tbe 

number of salmon taken from the Galway in lK5:i was 1.003; in 1804 it 
was'J0.M2. The>‘e are not e.xuggerated illustrations of the increase 
which has been giveit to the food-supply and monetary resources of 
Europe hy this coiuparativrly inoilern induslrv. 

It will aid us in fi-rmlug a proper estimate of theiinimrlance atUebed 
to this enterprise and the vigor with which it has been prosecuted 
abroad, to recall the fact, that tbe piscicultural eslablishmeul at 
Uuiiiugue, which pnstied Into the possession of Germany by tbe late 
war. distributed, iu twelve years. 110,000,UOU of eggs, nearly half of 
which were the eggs of saimuu and trout. 

Most of the discoveries and Improvi-mente in tbe art of Qah-ciiUuru. 
both in Kar(*pe and America, have resulted from efforts to increase the 
supply of tbe •Ifafmo/onfinrt/ia. or brook trout. The truul. combining 
the qualities demanded by (he ■purUnmu ami the epicure, has main¬ 
tained he place ae a favorite from the earlitsi days, and has been 
bunted In season and out uf season aud by all means fair or foul. It 
was but natural, therefore, that men should first seek lo increase the 
propagation hy artificial fertilization of (bat apeciea of fish upon which 
they had made (be most unscrupulous aud persistent warfare. 

In this country, experiments upon brook tr<Mil were made by Dr. 
Qarlick aud Prof Ackley, of Ohio. a.i early aa I8j3 All efforts were 
confined t(» tbe Increase of this luxury till 186(1. and few. if any. were 
more intelMgeot. perststeut. or succo-isful iu this direction than Mr 
Llvingaton Blonu, of Cbarles'owu. New Hampshire. 

Up to this period the .Va/y/io foiifitmUg, or hroitk trout, had been 
honored with the exclusive regards of (be pisciculturists of America. 
Hut a new departure was now lo be taken, in wbt* h (h«r state of New 
ilninpehire. in connection with the •'<ivernmeiil of ( iiiiada was (Irsl 
to apply the latest and most efticieiit melhodH of srtifii'ial pruiwgatlon 
lo c<imtnercial fish, having a uulver-^al deinnnd in ilome-<(ic non foreign 
markelJ*. 

As early a* 1S37, o Mr. Shaw had availed himself of ail the results of 
scientific lnve*-(igali<«n. rearhe*! at that time, to resiurk the depleted 
river-* (if Scotland with the Suhno or nortbern sultnou. But 

I hitherto nolbiug had heeu d<*iie in (hat direcMori in this coiinlry. 

Early III tbe Autumn of 188U. a series nf efforts were instiiutcd in 
title stale and Canada to prevent the rapid declliiu and lUreateiied ex 
lermiuailon of salmon from its favorite resorts In our northeru waters. 
Urlglnally, 1 his royal order of the finny race crowded the Merrimack, 
making Us habitat lu the Comoocook and Baker branches, and 
aacendi'd the Pemigewassei for one hundred and fifty milcM. Bnl. 
baflled by the Increasing obstructions lo its annual mlgraliou. Its num- 
bare dwindled tilliu 1847 it was ahsoluiety excluded ny tbe dam at 
Lawrenae. A century ago salmon swarmed in tbe ConnectlCDl too, 
three hundred miles from lls mouth, but a dam. sixteen feet high, 
erected below the outlet of Mlllcr'a River hi 17tib, banished them from 
tbeae cborlehed retreatn as effectually as a fiat of annibilalloo. 

To remove thi* long endured outrage upon popular rights and the 
general welfare, the commlealoncrs of onr state began to demand snil- 
able flsb-ways, and sent Dr. Fletcher to tbe Miramicbl River, lu New 
Brunswick, to obtain salmon ova with which to repluulsb tbe MerrI 
mack. Ninety per cent, of the eggs sccared by him were hatrhed and 
iaced in ibe river. The parr, or young salmon, were even in abnn- 
ance tbe next season ana then disappeared. Tbe effort was immedi¬

In this remarkably early year and when the 
irrouse arc more plenty than for ten years past, the new law will 
clvo us practically half a month over a doy.

And I am sorry that It should put a strain on fair minded men 
who care little for shooting that Is not led by their dog. A gen¬

the old-time presumption that a man may shoot on hls own 
land." 

Let it stand that the limit of twenty-flvo birds a day will have 
small regard. No man, no true man, sliooU gnmse and throws 
them away. What he"does not use himself he distributes among 
hls friends. The men that shoot are as one to fifty In any com¬ 
munity. If, then, I can get out with my dog and gun halt a 
doseii times In the twenty-six days allowed us, in the most fa¬ 
vored spot I must only shoot twcniy-llvc birds In a day; where, 
perhaps, llfty or seventy-live would go just so much farther In the 
friendly distribution among the forty-nine who never go out at all 
and who-never see a grouse save when a friend sends It In. 
The law will be utterly a dead letter In that provision. 
With all the stringent and arbitrary elements of English game 
laws, they do not attempt a limit to the birds that may be shot 
In a day. If one were slaughtering for market; If one loft them as 
they fell; If one were out every day of the shooting season; If It 
were at all essential to the preservation of the game, such a pro¬ 
vision would be well. Practically, when a man can get oil the 
tread-wheel for a single day, or for a couple of days, or for a week 
together, ho will reason that In the pursuit of happiness as one 
of the “Inalienable’’ righu, sacred against all men and all gov¬ 
ernment, to get Just as many grouse In a day as a kind Provi¬ 
dence will send In hls way, will be an Important feature. 

One word, friend “Mohawk,” as to the printing. Your com 
posltor makes me say “on a Sunday,” Instead of “on a sunny 
day.” In the connection and In a moral sense. It makes all the 
difference In the world. Average Iowa gunners do not shoot on 
Sunday, even If the grouse should choose that day to lie firm; on 
Mirny days, they do I 

A word farther. Thanks to “Draco” for hls protest against 
the terminal “s,” as to game. This matter of snipes, and wood 
cocks, and quails, etc.. Is becoming nauseous. Soon, as things 
go, we shall have blsons, and grouses, and mountain sheeps, and 
deers, and salmons, and trouts, and pickerels, and all the rest. 
For flehers and gunners, authorities In their brotherhood ought 
to go for something; and who will And this endless sibilation for 
our dear birds In “Forester,” Porter, “Cypress,” or In the new 
classical works of Coucs and Baird I Even our favorite “Guido,' 
he of the plume In the hand and on the brow, wrote It “quails 
last week.

The Iowa Game Law. —Des Moines, Iowa .—Kditor Vhicai/o 
Pidd :—“He always overdoes It,” the old woman said of her pas¬ 
tor, when at her request ho prayed for rain, and a hall storm 
came and cut up her cabbages; and so It may be said of our lcgl.<- 
laturc which, on passing the Iron clad bill drafted by the. Slate 
Sportsmen’s Association, thought to make it still mure blndiug 
by adding section No. 2, which forbids any person from killing 
more than twenty-live hlrda In any one day (this Includes ducks 
and snipes); It also prohlblte killing for traffic and makes It un¬ 
lawful to have more than twenty-five head In possession at one 
time. Now all this In a new state like Iowa Is too extreme, and 
the consequence la there Is considerable complaint alreaily among 
hotel keepers and that class of people who, while making no 
pretense as gunners still like to have game on theIr tables and 
cannot understand why the privilege of purchasing game la de¬ 
nied them In the proper season, with the country swarming with 
and the fault Is laid on the State Sportsmen’s Association, as 
It is supposed the entire law Is one of their making. With the 
exception of this objectionable clause, the law is the exact copy 
of the bill presented l)y the assot-iation and Is a model one, and 
the credit of Its passage is due to the indefatigable efforts of 
Henry Miller, the secretary of the association, who worked It 
through by hls personal Influence with a large majority of the 
members and hls persistent persevercnce in forchig it at every 
opportunity. Hls services will be gratefully remembered by all 
the members of the association; and the sportsmen of the state 
generally owe him a debt which can never be cancelled. Thai 
he may live long and die happy.

Chautber'e Journal stales that no passenger to south¬ 
ern lauds ean have failed to note the extraordinary powers 
of flight of this iiiagnlllcent bird and the wonderfnl ease with 
which it sweeps for some miputes together through the air on 
expanded, inollonless pinions, rising and falling slightly, and 
taking advantage of the gravity of Its own brsly and the angle at 
which the wind strikes its feathered sails to prolong the course 
of its flight with the least possible effort. Seldom, except In 
eahii weather, may it he seen to alight upon the water, from 
whleh it rises with diflieultv, running for some distance along the 
surface. Tiie ends of tlie wings clear of the water, it turns to¬ 
ward thebreexe, and rlsia Into the air in a gentle curve. In exactly 
In the same manner as a paper kite. Thai the albatross follows 
a ship for man} days in suoecsslon, sleeping at night upon the 
water, and coming up with licr in tlie morning, tlierc can be no 
doubt. We have watched them for several consecutive evenings 
during Hue weather, in the latitude of tlie trade-winds, setting 
down on tlie water at sundown, and prceiiliig their feathers, 
until they become mere specks in the licld of the telescope; but 
they were with us agaiii in the inoinhig soon after sunrise; some 
strangers among lliem, perhaps, Imt several wliicii from some 
peculiarity of marking, we knew to lie our companions of the 
day before. In one In.slaiici'. a eonspicuous mark had iieeii made 
by a pistol bullet in the wing of iin old hrown-headetl anrl curi¬ 
ously pied bird, by which he conhl he Identified beyond doubt. 
The second or l.ldrti rtlglil-rcatlwr had been shot away, leaving a 
clearly defined gap in the wing us it came lietweeii llie light and 
tlie eye; ami tiiis iilrd followed us for ihree days after having 
bean fired at, though we had been .sailing an average of nearly 
eight knots an hour. Due of the most striking examples of 
their endurance on the wing, however, is the fact, wiilch wo have 
more flniii once observed, fhai the same iiiriis wiitcii had been 
unweurlcdly following u.-; In the day, accompanied us throughout 
the whole of the siiceceiling iiiglii, as could he easily verified hy 
the light of the moon. It is a mil iineommull practice with pas- 
seiigern to cmiciiviir to calch these noble birds by a iiait fastened 
to a liook and Imoyed with corks. Tlnit sucli a cruel practice 
•hoiild ever be' tiilcraled, even “to relieve the monot¬ 
ony of the voyage, ’ is to us Inconceivable, and 
can only be lUToiinted tor as tlie last resource of a brutally 
morbid faucy. The alliatross is essentially the scavenger of the 
ocean, and we iloulit wildlier it makes any attempt to capture 
living lisli unle8.^ wiieii very hungry, for we liave seen Hying fish 
rising In qiliinlllic.* w Idle tlie iiHialrosses made mi attempt to 
catcli them. Tliul the iniutilu.s isMimetImefi calen i.s evident, for 
we have taken it from ilie slomach; Iml tlie chief fixul Is dead 
fish and other refuse. In I he Snulli Atlantic we passed the dead 
body of a small windc, on and around which were at least t 
hundred of these birds, citlicr gorged or gorging lliemselves with 
the hlulilier; and guns discharged ai them failed to induce many 
of them to take wing. Wc had on one uceasion an opportunity 
of observing liow rapidly lliese liirds eolleet about a carcass. 
Like vultures or niveiis, when an aniniiildies they discover it very 
speedily, and lloek to tlie scene of the lianquct. Gii a iml still 
evening lu the South AlliUitie a Imrsc died, ami when east over¬ 
board next 111 iriiigg, the gases already formed hy dccompusition 
enabled It to Hoiil. The few iillialrosscs In our ronipany Imme¬ 
diately settled down upon it; hut in less Ihnii an hour wc could 
see through the telescope a great clniiil of the birds on the sea 
and hovering round the enexpecU-il prize, theahiiosleiitlreab- 
isiiee of wrliid having kept us within two or three miles of the 
spot. It may he that the (usually) white plumage enables 
stragglers, far out of human kcii, lo see Ihclr fellows gathering 
lu the neighborhood of food; others again from still more remote 
distances may see llicm, and so on, until stragglers over hun- 
huiidrcds of miles space may tie galhercd to one common 
rendezvous. The greater part of llic year is passed hy ttiein at a 
distance from laud; but they flock to liarren and almost Inacces¬ 
sible rocks to breed. There the fciiiRle lays her one dirty-white 
egg in a slight deprcs-sioii upon tlie lisre earth, the sitters lieing 
frequently so close togellicr tlisl it is ditlicult to walk without 
I touching tlieni. Tlicy arc totiilly iiidirtcretit lo Ihe presence of 
' man, and merely indicate llietr resent of Ills intrusion into their 
nursery by snspping at liiiii as he passes. Tlie parents share the 
labor of )ncubatlon ami rearing Hie young, and when this Is over, 
they all go seawards togelher, and silence mid solitudeonce more 
reign where all had lately been elanioioua and busy life.— Cham- 
ber’i Journal. __
